Acute loss. 


Many who did not appreciate 
his qualities or know of his 
contribution to our war eff 
and some with whom ho ha 
quarrelled, were welt content, 
But 1 felt his loss acutely. His 
final Ictter, written a few days 
later, shows the terms on which 
we parted: 

6 Feb., '42, 


My dear winston, 

I am leaving this’ office today 
and going to the place I came 
from. And now I must tell 
you about 21 months of high 
adventure, the like of which 
hos never heen known, 

All the time everything that 
has been done by me has been 
due to your holding mo up, 
You took a great chance in 
pulting me in, and you stood 
to be shot at by a section of 
Members for keeping me here.

The confidence of the 
public really comes from you.

In leaving, then, I send this 
letter of gratitude and devotion 
to the Icader of, the nation, the 
saviour of our people, and tho 
symbol of resistance in the 
tree world.
